3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: The closest prior art of record, US 6,584,993 to Chang & US 
5,287,834 to Flynn, fail to teach each and every limitation of the instant invention 
Specifically, Chang & Flynn fail to teach or reasonably suggest the claimed fuel 
injector cleaner further including a first mechanical filter within the main housing 
adjacent to a fuel in port for filtering fuel prior to mixing with fuel injector cleaner 
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from the reservoir connected to a cleaner in port on the housing, which is 
disclosed as an essential element of claimed invention, as described in 
independent claim 1 (and claims 2-4 dependent thereon) and independent claim 
5 (and claims 6 & 8 dependent thereon). 

4. For at least the foregoing reasons, claims 1-6 & 8 (renumbered as claims 
1-7) are believed to recite patentable subject matter.
